These little crystals of ice form 
when the water vapor in the air con- 


denses at a temperature of freezing. 


The crystals are all six-sided and when 
magnified under a lens often show 
great beauty of form—sometimes large 
and wool-like flakes; but often small 
and arranged with remarkable regu- 
larity. 

God made the snow. His creative 
hand is seen in it and all the various 
crystals and crystallizing substances 
of chemicals, minerals and stone. 

Nicolaus Steno, a Danish scientist, 
discovered in 1669 that while the faces 
of quartz crystals vary in. size and 
shape, the angles between correspond- 
ing faces are ALWAYS the same. This 
relationship applies to all crystals of 
any one species and is known as the 
law of CONSTANCY OF ANGLES. 

Think of the innumerable . little 
particles of snow, and every one has 
the same angle between the corre- 
sponding faces. Have you not noticed 
the beautiful snow closely? Or per- 
haps you have noticed the crystals 
formed in the bottom and sides of the 
syrup bucket. This crystalization is 
so remarkable. 

Snow covers the earth like a great 
white blanket, preventing deep freez- 
ing which kills the plant roots. Ten 
inches of snow makes one inch of 
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water to bless the earth. 

In the cover picture you'll see that 
the tracks prove the snow doesn’t 
make traveling impossible. And yet, 
throughout our southern United States 
snow means an excuse from church 
and Sunday School, and revivals are 
almost always closed down. However, 
in the Northern States the people find 
this is the very time to have revivals 
—they like the snow; don’t mind 
traveling in it—while they say in the 
summer, “We don’t have time for re- 
vivals.”. Down South, summer is the 
time for old camp meetings and re- 
vival days. But have you just stopped 
to think that God’s time for a revival, 
to rescue souls, is always NOW? NOW 
in the North; NOW in the South, East 
and West. Yes, today, not tomorrow. 
Why do you make excuses and neg- 
lect God’s season for revivals? Like 
the law of CONSTANCY OF THE 
ANGLES in all crystals, including the 
snow, God is always there ready to 
save the lost. 

Sinner friend, until you are saved 
you are lost, you are condemned, “For 
all have sinned, and come short of the 


* glory of God,” Rom. 3:23. “Except a 


man be born again, he cannot see the 
kingdom of God,” John 3:3. You are 
unablé to Save yourself. “By the works 


of the law shall no flesh be justified,” 
Gal, 2:16. “Not by works of righteous- 
ness which we have done, but accord- 
ing to his mercy he saved us,” Titus 
3:5. Remember, friend, Jesus can save 
you. John 3:16, the Golden Text of the 
Bible, stands out as if in flames of 
fire, “For God so loved the world, that 
he gave his only begotten Son, that 
whosoever believeth in him should not 
perish, but have everlasting life.” “As 
many as received him, to them gave he 
power to become the sons of God,” St. 
John 1:12. 

Ministers, have you not read where 
a lion (the king of beasts) was killed 
in the pit during the time of a snow? 
Why grow fainthearted? Our salvation 
holds good in all kinds of weather. Go 
out and slay the lion—the roaring 
lion—the adversary—the devil, during 
the time of the snow. (I mean kill 
him figuratively, for the real old devil 
himself is to be thained by Jesus, who 


is also referred to as the Lion of the 


Tribe of Judah.) 

Brethren, let us watch our evan- 
gelistic fervor. Be determined, be sure 
to keep the revival fires burning; be 
as constant and ever present with 
God’s message (if possible) as the 
constant angles in the snow—the 
beautiful snow!

We note that Webster says “crime 
is any important offense against the 
laws of right; partaking of the na- 
ture of a crime; that which violates 
a law of morality or welldoing.”

Text: Luke 11:1. “Lord teach us to 
pray.” 


Jesus has a number of significant 
statements in the Bible about His 
second coming to catch away His bride. 
He declares that the world as a whole 
will be unprepared for His appearing, 
that some will be taken and others 
left. Matt. 24:40, 41. 

For this great event, the disciples 
were to prepare themselves through 
prayer. The exercise of prayer can be 
engaged in by the humblest soul, yet 
it is a high art calling for the best 
teachings. “Lord, teach us to pray” 
was the appeal of the disciples to Je- 
sus. If Jesus and His disciples saw the 
value and necessity of prayer, it be- 
hooves us to follow their example and 
be steadfast in prayer. 

WHAT IS PRAYER? 

Prayer is a devout petition, or a 
spiritual communion with God includ- 
ing confession, praise and thanks- 
giving. 

Prayer is a sincere desire of the 
heart. 

Prayer is a connecting link that 
connects the spirit of man with the 
Spirit of God. 

NECESSITY OF PRAYER 

If Christ, the one who stood so close 
to God that He could speak with Him 
face to face, and was qualified to 
teach others how to pray, needed to 
pray Himself, it is very easy to under- 
stand that you and I need to pray. 

We should be encouraged to pray, 
when we know that we are serving a 
God who will hear and answer prayer. 
He is the same God who answered Ja- 
cob’s prayer when he wrestled with an 
angel all night. He answered Elijah 
when he prayed for it to rain, and 
there was an abundance of rain. We 
are serving the God who answered 
Joshua when he prayed for the sun to 
stand still while a battle was being 
fought. 

Jesus realized the need of prayer so 
much that He considered it more im- 
portant than teaching and healing. 
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Luke 5:15, 16 “But so much the more 
went there a fame abroad of him; and 
great multitudes came _ together to 
hear and to be healed by him of their 
infirmities. And he withdrew himself 
into the wilderness and prayed.” 

Jesus found prayer more important 
than sleep. Luke 6:12, “And it came to 
pass in those days, that he went out 
into a mountain to pray, and con- 
tinued all night in prayer to God.” He 
taught us also that prayer is more im- 
portant than rest. Mark 1:35, “And in 
the morning, rising up a great while 
before day, he went out, and departed 
into a _ solitary place, and there 
prayed.” 

1 Peter 2:21, “... Christ also suffered 
for us, leaving us an example, that ye 
should follow his steps.” If we follow 
the example of Jesus, we must pray, 
for the Bible tells us of many occasions 
where Jesus prayed. It was through 
prayer that Jesus won all His great 
battles. He always regarded prayer as 
the highest preparation for every duty 
He had to perform, and every burden 
He had to bear. This was true of Him, 
when He faced the greatest burden of 
His life in the Garden of Gesthsemane. 
The prayer which Jesus prayed in the 





garden is indeed the greatest prayer 
ever spoken by a human being. I imag- 
ine that He poured out such a flood 
of petition before the throne of grace 
that the whole spiritual universe was 
affected by it. 

Something stupendous beyond de- 
scription must have happened in the 
spiritual world while Christ was pray- 
ing in Gethsemane, for the greatest 
event in all history was about to take 
place. God was about to triumph over 
the sin of fallen man. By this prayer 
Jesus was led to perfect submission. 
“If this cup cannot pass away except 
I drink, thy will be done.” It was the 
last statement which made this prayer 
the most glorious ever uttered, and the 
model prayer for Christians of all 
times, for Christ had become submis- 
sive to the Father’s will. If you and I 
will continue in prayer, it will bring 
submission to our lives, where all 
fear will be taken out and we will be 
prepared for any Calvary that might 
come our way. 

HOW TO PRAY 


In Luke 18:1 Jesus told the disciples 
that they ought always to pray, and 
not faint. At first this seems quite an 
impossible command. In the midst of 
life’s chaos, Jesus declares that men 
must either pray or faint. As confusion 
about them becomes more confounded, 
they must steady their souls, with such 
continual reliance upon the sovereign 
power of God that they would be sup- 
ported no matter what might happen. 

Jesus was unremitting in His insist- 
ence that prayer must be a regular 
habit in the disciples’ lives; contin- 
ually going to God and letting our 
wants be known, as is illustrated in 
the parable of the poor widow and the 
unjust judge. This woman had no 
money with which to bribe and no 
strength or influence with which to 
threaten, but she conceived a more ef- 
fective means to obtain justice. Every- 
time the judge left his home the wom- 
an was after him shrieking, “Give me 
justice.” At last she so annoyed him 
and wore his patience away that he 
was willing to grant her request in 
order to get rid of her. Jesus did not 
mean that God is like the unjust 
judge, who, if we worry Him enough 
with an insistent asking for things, 
will finally give us what we desire in 
order to get rid of us. This is a con- 
trast. Jesus was really saying that if 
persistence wins in the case of the 
judge who was wicked, selfish, and 
obdurate, how much more will it pre- 
vail with the Heavenly Father, who is

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CHURCHILL TABERNACLE REGAINS 
STATION WKBW 


BUFFALO, N. Y.—Following a long court fight, the 
Churchill Tabernacle has regained possession of the great 
50,000-watt radio station WKBW. Dr. Clinton H. Churchill, 
founder and pastor of the Tabernacle, wired UEA, Decem- 
ber 27: 

PRAYER ANSWERED—DEAL CLOSED FOR RE- 
TURN OF WKBW SUBJECT APPROVAL FCC— 
BROADCASTING RESUMED BEGINNING NEXT 
SUNDAY—ALL-NIGHT BROADCAST NEW 
YEAR’S EVE, ELEVEN P.M. TO SIX A.M. 

Station WKBW was founded in 1926 and dedicated “to 
the Lord Jehovah for the good of the world and the glory 
of God” in a great service in Churchill Tabernacle. The 
letters WKBW stand for “Well Known Bible Witness.” 
Dr. Churchill thus became one of the first religious leaders 
in the Nation to utilize radio for the spread of the gospel. 

The burden of the operation became so great that the 
Churchill Tabernacle thought best to dispose of the station 
to private interests. Accordingly, in 1931, with the full 
knowledge and consent of FCC, WKBW was sold to the 
Buffalo Broadcasting Corporation on a deferred payment 
basis, the Tabernacle taking a first mortgage on the 
property. Time was reserved for daily broadcasts of the 
gospel and all services of the Tabernacle on Sunday. 

In April, 1946, WKBW authorities eliminated the 
Churchill broadcasts, despite the mortgage and a ninety- 
nine-year lease, blaming their procedure on a ruling of 
the FCC. Litigation has been carried on ever since, with 
the Tabernacle finally obtaining possession of the prop- 
erty. It is rumored that at one point in the controversy, 
Marshall Field offered approximately $1,000,000 for the 
station. 

The victory of Churchill Tabernacle is not alone of local 
importance. It will have wide repercussions in the fight 
to maintain the rights of evangelicals on the air waves. 
Dr. Churchill is president of the National Religious Broad- 
casters, Inc., an affiliate of the National Association of 
Evangelicals.—(UEA) 


CHRISTIAN FAITH IS SOLE BASIS OF PEACE, 
SAY GREEK SCIENTISTS 


ATHENS (By Wireless to RNS) —Mankind’s future must 
be built on a foundation of Christian faith, according to 
a declaration signed by 181 Greek scientists, artists and 
men of letters, published here by Aktine, organ of the 
Christian Union of Scientific Men in Greece. 

Although few of the signers are active Christians or be- 
long to the Christian Union, they asserted: 

“The future of humanity in general, and of Greece in 
particular, depends primarily on laying spiritual founda- 


tions which are firm. 
“It is impossible to lay such a foundation unless contem- 
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porary mankind makes use of the values preserved in the 


Christian faith. 

“The series of failures and disappointments character- 
izing the last few years have revealed the need for the 
complete reconstruction of political and social life on a 
basis of justice and morality. This need can be fulfilled 
only when the lives of individuals and the life of the com- 
munity are inspired by Christian faith and the moral 
driving-power derived from that faith.” 

Warning that abandonment of Christian values would 
conflict with the results of genuine scientific research into 
the basic problems of human life, the declaration asserted 
“it is now established that there is no scientific foundation 
for the attempt to refute Christianity through science.” 


Spineless newspapers whose advertising columns are 
bulging with liquor ads, failed to tell the truth about the 
Winecoff Hotel tragedy in Atlanta. City Fire Marshal, 
Harry Phillips, said the evidence pointed to the fact that 
the fire was caused by glowing cigarettes dropped by hotel 
guests while in a drunken stupor.

Did you ever hear anything like 
this? Says Mary, “John promised me 
he would be home shortly after six 
and take the children and me over to 
Mother’s to see the Christmas tree, 
and here it is almost seven and he 
hasn’t shown up yet. I just know 
something awful has happened to 
him, for John does not drink or loiter 
around in bad company.” 

Another hour or so passed while 
Mary continued to fret and imagine 
all sorts of bad things that might 
have happened to John. 

After a little more worrying on 
Mary’s part, John walked in at the 
door with his big broad face wreathed 
in his usual good-natured smile, quite 
all right in every respect. But when 
he saw that Mary had been crying, 
he took her in his big strong arms and 
kissed away her tears, which naturally 
made her feel like any other woman. 
But Mary felt a little guilty for having 
let her fears and imagination run 
away with her better judgment and 
cause her much worry when she 
should have spent that time in prayer 
to Him who cares for His own and in 
whom Mary had often testified to 
having a constant and abiding faith. 

John lost no time in explaining to 
Mary that a piece of machinery at the 
mill had broken down and that it 
was necessary that it be repaired at 
once that the next shift might be 
able to go’ on to work without delay. 

Some have said that all is well that 
ends well. So let it be. We are admon- 
ished in God’s Holy Word to pray al- 
ways and not to faint. We only faint 
because we are weak and weak only 
because we fail to pray, or in other 
words, the good Book means for us to 
pray and continue to pray as often as 
convenient or our circumstances will 
permit, for that is at least one time 
old Satan can not get his nose into 
our dealings with our Master. I know 
of nothing that Satan hates worse 
than the fact that God’s true children 
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are blessed with the privilege of hav- 
ing conversation with their Maker. 
Without fear of successful contradic- 
tion, I make the statement that 
worry, the most common of all human 
weaknesses, even among the church- 
going public, is the direct result of 
the lack of a living, working faith in 
God for our present needs. Heb. 11:6 
tells us that without faith it is im- 
possible to please Him. Heb. 11:1 
says, “Now faith is ... the evidence 
of things not seen.” The things not 
yet seen, yet feared, is the thing we 
try to make justifiable or an excuse 
for our worry. 

Ordinarily, we do not worry about 
the thing that has already happened 
or exists, because we have had time 
and a chance to prove to ourselves 
that it did not turn out to be as bad 
as we had feared it would be. But 
most people do worry about the un- 
seen, simply because they have not 
yet come up with it and do not know 
to what extent it might add to their 
unhappiness. An absolute working 
faith in God is sufficient to reach out 
ahead and cover the unseen to the 
extent that we will not need to worry 
for fear that it might be something 
that will not be good for us. And as 
long as we continue to live a worrying 
and almost faithless life, just so long 
will we not only be living beneath 
our privileges in Him, but will, sooner 
or later, awake to the fact that we 
have missed many precious blessings 
that come only to the faithful. 

If we find ourselves ill at ease be- 
cause we fear some impending event 
will carry with it results that would 
not be desirable or pleasant to all 
concerned, why not just leave off the 
worrying and set ourselves at once 
to do all in our power to prevent its 
happening and build up a real sturdy 
wall of faith against it, then last but 
not least, just calmly trust the rest to 
a living God who is abundantly able 
to do what we can not do. Then if the 
thing really does happen, we can com- 
fort ourselves with the thought that 


we did all we were able to io to pre- 
vent it. Our just God will not hold us 
responsible for that for which we are 
not to blame. 

It can not be denied that in the 
very most cases of worrying and “try- 
ing to cross bridges before we get to 
them,” when we do actually get to 
where we were just sure the most 
danger lurked, we found nothing to 
alarm or frighten us in the least. 


I remember reading an _ article 
in a medical journal, written by a 
famous doctor who wrote at length 
about diseases, their symptoms and 
possible cures, but closed his article 
by saying that the sick always had 
the consolation of knowing our per- 
sonal God was our natural Provider 
and Protecter, and that we should look 
to Him. Ought not that to increase 
our faith a little? 

The fact that folks constantly 
worry about this or that little 
thing, of which we know but little 
and are unable to control if we tried, 
is only a sign of our own weakness 
and lack of confidence in anything 
that we might be able to do to head 
off some threatened calamity. 

That individual who has prayed 
himself into that holy atmosphere 
where God dwells, and been made 
partaker of His divine image to that 
certain extent that He is able to see 
Him in all His sublime beauty, sim- 
plicity and strength, and all that any 
man could hope for Him to be, cer- 
tainly has very much for which to 
thank and praise God in this present 
life. 

We all know that the farther we are 
from any given object, the smaller 
it looks to us, and that is exactly 
the reason that God, in all His omnip- 
otence, looks so frail and insignifi- 
cant to many of us. 

I have no reference to what hypnot- 
ics call “suggestive therapeutics,” but 
we do know that God has endowed us 
with at least a certain amount of self- 
control (will power) that if used as 
He intended, will at all times be an 
effective “brake” on that natural 
tendency to allow ourselves to become 
victims of worry, false accusations 
evil surmising or even jealousy, that 
green-eyed monster the Bible says is

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Post-War Missions Survey of China 


By HORACE McCRACKEN 
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At a banquet January 22, for the 
forty missionaries studying the one- 
year and one-month agricultural 
missions courses at Cornell Universi- 
ty, an address was given by Dr. Lloyd 
Ruland concerning the missionary 
problems and promise of China. 

Dr. Ruland, as chairman of a de- 
putation by the Presbyterian Board 
of Foreign Missions, has recently re- 
turned from a three-month survey 
of China, made with a view to de- 
veloping a sound post-war missions 
program for that land. His obser- 
vations are based upon 5,000 miles of 
travel, conferences with a maximum 
number of responsible people, and up- 
on a comparison of his present ob- 
servations with conditions during a 
pre-war term of five years as a mis- 
sionary there. With his permission, 
his observations are here quoted or 
summarized. 

He declares that China—and simi- 
larly much of the Orient—must be 
viewed today with particular regard 
to four main facts: 

1, The fact of the rebirth of Asia. 
Tremendous things are happening in 
Asia these days. The idea of “Asia 
for the Asiatics’” has taken signifi- 
cant root, and in a very true sense 
there is a community of the Orient. 
We see the transformation of coun- 
tries, in a few years, from what was 
essentially a state of feudalism to a 
modern, progressive industrial atti- 
tude. Owen Latimore has said: “The 
end of World War II marks a water- 
shed in human history,” suggesting 
that Europe in its prostration may 
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have surrendered to Asia the domi- 
nance of mankind. In the plotting of 
a world strategy of missions in this 
post-war period, we must recognize 
the place of the Orient. 


2. The fact of the growing shadow 
of Communism. Communist leaders 
are very frank in their statements 
that they wish to make China into a 
communistic country. There is a care- 
ful indoctrination of selected youth 
in the Communist-controlled area of 
China, and a thorough infiltration 
into the area of national control. 
They are taking advantage of the 
present chaos to further their ends. 
I am not saying these things to be a 
war-monger. I think the Christian 
church in China has taken a sane, 
constructive attitude of positive 
Christian approach to the problems 
relating to Communism. The Chinese 
people are not naturally disposed to 
the ideology. There is fair, impartial 
evidence that the people living in the 
present Communist-dominated area 
of China are not Communists, al- 
though neither can they support the 
present national government. (How- 
ever, in the last three weeks there 
have been encouraging recent devel- 
opments toward liberal reorganization 
of the central government.) But we, 
as Christians in America, ought to 
face the fact that underneath the 
headline news from China lies a great 
struggle of ideologies. 


3. While the general situation of 
China looks dark, and I do not see 
any hope of the present negotiations 
in China producing a lasting peace, 
I see the hope and opportunity of 
Christian missions in China as ex- 
ceedingly bright. China today is wide 
open to missions. As far as the church 
is concerned, we were everywhere 
moved with the expressions of ap- 
preciation for what has been done in 
the past and with pleas to return as 
many missionaries as possible as soon 
as possible. And one of the brightest 
promises of all is among the students. 
The interest in Christianity among 
the students is simply unprecedented. 
The situation is overwhelming in its 
significance. 

4. We have in China today a church 
that is something of a paradox: a 





church that is gloriously strong and 
yet tragically weak; a scattered rem- 
nant on whom the gospel had fallen 
as seed falling on good ground, tri- 
umphing greatly through the severe 
trials of the war years, yet ineffect- 
ual through disorganization, ham- 
pered by the destruction of facilities. 


Dr. Ruland sees the important areas 
of emphasis for the post-war missions 
program in China as follows: 


1. We must give our attention to 
the rebuilding of the Church. There 
are a great many people in China who 
are Christians, but who are not in- 
corporated into the organized bodies 
of believers. 

2. As another primary task, we must 
train an adequate Christian Chinese 
leadership. The trouble in our hos- 
pitals, schools, and churches is that 
we have only a small fraction of the 
personnel we need. 

3. Our program in China, because 
of the situation we face, must more 
fully demonstrate the Christian’s 
concern for the fundamental needs 
of the people of China. Christians of 
the world, I may say, must demon- 
strate their concern for the needs of 
the oppressed masses of the Orient. 
The whole program of Christianity 
has been a tendency to recognize that 
Christianity should take care of every 
need of the individual. 


4. We must immediately place a 
great emphasis on evangelism. Chi- 
nese leaders are talking in terms, not 
of doubling, but of tripling or quadru- 
pling membership during the next 
ten years. The harvest is ripe, now. 
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Patience

of life, in the midst of a busy world of 
hurrying people, when everybody 
wants his prayers in a hurry, there is 
a great need for patience. Life is such 
a hustle-bustle that the children of 
God sometime get restless and fail to 
see the hand of God in their lives. We 
are inclined to be impatient, but re- 
member: “In your patience possess ye 
your souls.” God does not getina 
hurry and the commotions of life do 
not excite Him. He is the same yester- 
day, today, and forever. Daniel prayed 
twenty-one days before his prayer was 
answered. He did not become impa- 
tient. He had done the will of God and 
he had patience to wait for the prom- 


ise according to Heb. 10:36. 

What is patience? Webster says it is 
suffering with meekness, not hasty. If 
you are suffering in body, don’t give 
up if God does not heal you the first 
time you pray. Suffer with meekness. 
Don’t be hasty. If you have loved ones 
out in sin that you want God to save, 
be patient and keep praying. Let us 
win that wayward boy or girl to God 
through patience. They have heard of 
the patience of Job, and they want to 
see that patience manifested. Take a 
look at the text. Christ said some 
would be betrayed by parents, breth- 
ren, kinsmen, friends, and some even 
put to death and hated by all men for 
His name’s sake. 

“Tribulation worketh patience.” 
Rom. 5:3. Why not try to see the hand 
of God in every trial of life. It did not 


just happen that way; God is just let- 
ting Satan try you to see if you have 
patience. Don’t think you suffer more 
than anyone else, It may have looked 
that way to Job, but he suffered meek- 
ly and sinned not with his mouth. He 
lost practically everything he had; his 
children were killed and his wife said 
for him to curse God and die, but 
Job said that he was serving a living 
God that knew about his troubles and 
afflictions, and if He was pleased 
not to heal him, he would still trust 
Him, and not be afraid. 


I would like tosee every prayer 
answered and miracles performed in 
answer to prayer, but then I might get 
exalted and forget to stay humble. You 
may be afflicted and cannot see why 
God does not heal you, or you may 
have prayed for years for a sinner 
husband or disobedient children; you 
may have aged and fought the battle 


. bravely, but whatever your condition: 


“Hold on a little longer, take Jesus by 
the hand; He’ll guide you safe to the 
glory land.” 








Charity is that grace that every 
other grace is useless without. No mat- 
ter how much you have, or how much 
it is worth, it is dead and useless with- 
out charity. God is a jealous God. He 
has no other gods before Him. He 
wants first love (charity) or none at 
all. 

Next, charity does not behave itself 
unseemly. This means it is never in- 
consistent. It never talks one way and 
walks another; never preaches one 
thing and practices another. I once 
read where a Mrs. True Love killed her 
husband, and I thought that sounded 
very strange, very odd, very inconsis- 
tent. Charity is true love and it never 
harms anyone, but greatly blesses 
everyone it can possibly reach. Charity 
never tries to look through a beam to 
see a little mote. No sir, Charity never 
goes on a big hunting trip for motes. 
It never strains at a gnat and swallows 
a camel. Charity may lead us to do 
things that seem inconsistent and un- 
wise, like the little five-year-old girl 
who asked her daddy if he thought 
mother knew how to bring up children. 
Her father asked her why and she 
said, “Well, she makes me go to bed 
when I am _ wide awake and get up 
when I am so sleepy.” 

Yes, charity is consistent. It never 
prays long prayers and then disobeys 
God. “Why call ye me Lord, Lord, and 
do not the things I say?” We often 
think of the old curser, or blasphemer 
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Charity

as being awful (and he is), but to pray 
and say, “Lord, Lord,” and then not do 
the things Hesaysistaking God’sname 
in vain. Charity will help us to quit 
that. Doing right takes help continual- 
ly. A grocer yelled at a boy near the 
apple barrel, “Are you trying to steal 
apples, boy?” “No sir, I am trying not 
to.” Charity will help you in your 
struggle against wrong. It doesn’t have 
the spirit of the Pharisee in it. Paying 
tithes is a wonderful thing to do, and 
for anyone to fail to do this certainly 
shows the low ebb of his spirituality; 
but just to go to church on Sunday 
with your tithes and expect to be a 
church boss, or to lean back on your 
loyalty is not enough. It is like Isaiah’s 
bed, the bed is too short and the cover 
is too narrow. Charity does the 
weightier matters first. It has judg- 
ment, mercy and faith, and it will 
never leave tithing undone. Honestly, 
I think good consistent living is the 
greatest life anyone can live. If we 
can’t do much, then let us not talk 
much. It profits more to be a man of 
good works than of a lot of empty 
words. A man once asked a politician 
this question: “What do you think of 
the situation now?” The politician 


(fixing to make a speech) said, “Don’t 
bother me now, I’ve got to talk, not 
think.” Charity never acts unseemly— 
is never inconsistent.

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When I Ginst Heard

When I first heard of the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost, I remember how 
great a controversy it created at that 
time. The churches of our city were 
very drowsy. I had never seen anyone 
under the power of the Holy Ghost. 
I had never seen any great altar calls. 
I had never seen anyone healed in 
answer to believing prayer. When the 
evangelist came to our city preach- 
ing the gospel in all of its fulness, 
there was the alarmist who immedi- 
ately cried out, “This is rank fanati- 
cism, and is of the devil.” Others said, 
“It is of God. Thank God, for this 
old-time revival.” Yes, there were 
those who knew the Word, and they 
recalled that it was written: “If a 
son shall ask bread of any of you that 
is a father, will he give him a stone? 
or if he ask a fish, will he for a fish 
give him a serpent? or if he shall 
ask an egg, will he offer him a 
scerpion? If ye then, being evil, know 
how to give good gifts unto your 
children: how much more shall your 
heavenly Father give the Holy Spirit 
to them that ask him?” Luke 11:11- 
13, 

I had read, of course, of the glori- 
ous days of victory that had passed. 
I had heard of the early Methodists 
and how they shook under the mighty 
power of God, and how God’s power 
was manifested and men fell in a 
trance. I had read of Finney and 
Peter Cartwright, and of how they 
were filled with the Spirit, and of how 
they won many to the Lord through 
the power of the Holy Ghost. I had 
heard of Tommy Kitchen, who shook 
under this same power and received 
what they called “the tongues of 
angels.” But it was told me that 
those who yielded themselves to the 
power were getting out of line, and 
were becoming fanatics and going 
into extremes. There was only one 
thing for me to do—‘“search the 
Scriptures.” I went to hear’ the 
evangelist who was preaching the 
gospel with the same demonstration 
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of the Spirit, preaching with old- 
time power. The result was that I 
was convicted of my sins and began 
to seek the Lord in all of His fulness. 
It stirred my heart to hear that first 
Holy-Ghost-inspired sermon, I have 
never been the same since then. I 
was born in the fire, and have lived 
in the FIRE ever since. We are living 
in the dispensation of the Holy Ghost, 
and we need the Holy Ghost in all of 
His fulness to prepare us for the 
glorious second coming. 

The Scriptures teach so plainly that 
the baptism of the Holy Ghost is for 
the believer. After an individual is 
saved, and cleansed from his sins, 
then he is to tarry until he receives 
his Baptism. 

Let us turn to the eighth chapter 
of Acts. Here we read that Philip 
went to Samaria and preached Christ 
unto the people. There was a revival 
in that city, for the people with one 
accord gave heed unto those things 
which Philip spake. “Now when the 
apostles which were at Jerusalem 
heard that Samaria had received the 
Word of God, they sent unto them 
Peter and John: who, when they were 
come down, prayed for them, that 
they might receive the Holy Ghost: 
(For as yet he was fallen uvon none 
of them: only they were baptized in 
the name of the Lord Jesus). Then 
laid they their hands on them, and 
they received the Holy Ghost,” Acts 
8:14-17. The Bible is our pattern. Our 
experience must be in line with the 
Bible. This glorious Pentecostal Bap- 
tism is right in line with the Word of 
God. 

The question is asked in Acts 19:2, 
“Have ye received the Holy Ghost 
since ye believed?” An objection is 
voiced, “But doesn’t the Revised 
Standard Version give that in this 
manner, ‘Did you receive the Holy 
Spirit when you believed?’ ” Regard- 
less of the way in which the question 
was asked, the answer that was given 
by the disciples was, “We have not 


so much as heard whether there be 
any Holy Ghost.” Verse 6, “And when 
Paul had laid his hands upon them, 
the Holy Ghost came on them; and 
they spake with tongues, and prophe- 
sied.” Eph. 1:13b, “. . .after that ye 
believed, ye were sealed with that 
Holy Spirit of promise.” 

The alarmist stated that when the 
Holy Spirit spake, it would be in a 
language that we could understand, 
but that if I wanted to give myself 
over to Satan, just cast myself out 
of my intelligence, make my mind a 
blank, and let myself go. But I learned 
that people do not lose consciousness 
when they receive the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost. 2 Tim. 1:7, “For God hath 
not given us the spirit of fear; but 
of power, and of love, and of a sound 
mind.” People who fall under the 
power do ‘not lose consciousness. 
When we are under the power we can 
hear what is going on around us—if 
we notice, only our minds are set on 
Jesus Christ more than on the things 
of earth. We read in the ninth chap- 
ter of Acts that Paul was riding down 
the road to Damascus and the power 
of God smote that man and he gave 
himself over to the power of the Holy 
Ghost. Did he give himself over to 
Satan when he fell under the power? 
Absurd. Paul became the greatest 
soul-winner of the day. Take Peter 
on the housetop (Acts 10). He fell 
under the power of God. Would you 
say because he did so, that he gave 
himself over to Satan? No, Peter went 
from this experience to the house of 
Cornelius and in the midst of his 
sermon that followed, Gentiles re- 
ceived the gift of the Holy Ghost and 
spake in tongues. Is it wrong to speak 
in tongues? Is it of Satan? 1 Cor, 14: 
2, “For he that speaketh in an un- 
known tongue speaketh not unto men, 
but unto God.” 

“These signs shall follow them that 
believe. . .they shall speak with new 
tongues,” Mark 16:17. Belief and signs 
go hand in hand. When Peter 
preached on the day of Pentecost, 
he had a message from the Scripture, 
a demonstration and a sign. As a 
result, three thousand souls were won 
to the Lord. The preaching of the 
pure, unadulterated Word of God has 
always been followed—and always 
will be followed by signs. Signs? Heb. 
2:4, “God also bearing them witness, 
both with signs and wonders, and 
with divers miracles, and gifts of the 
Holy Ghost, according to his own 
will.” Signs? Rom, 15:19, “Through 
mighty signs and wonders, by the 
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power of the Spirit of God; so that 
from Jerusalem, and round about un- 
to Illyricum, I have fully preached 
the gospel of Christ.” Signs? Acts 2: 
22, “Ye men of Israel, hear these 
words; Jesus of Nazareth, a man ap- 
proved of God among you by miracles 
and wonders and signs, which God 
did by Him in the midst of you, as 
ye yourself also know.” Signs? 1 Cor. 
14:22, “Wherefore tongues are for a 
sign, not to them that believe, but 
to them that believe not.” Mark 16: 
20, “And they went forth, and 
preached every where, the Lord work- 
ing with them, and confirming the 
word with signs following.” Today’s 
infidelity and unbelief can be an- 
swered only by the preaching of God’s 
eternal Word and by the signs that 
follow which show the Lord’s con- 
firmation of the Word. 

The alarmist queried, “Was the 
Corinthian church, as a result of the 
gift. of tongues, a spiritual church? 
Tongues were a great delusion to 
them, so much so that Paul had to 
use this letter to discourage and dis- 
parage the use of tongues. There is 
no question about that. And in the 
Corinthian church was immorality, 
and those immoralities have con- 
tinued among the groups of people 
who are willing to give themselves 
to tongues.” Then God gave us some- 
thing that was wrong when He set 
tongues in the Church. Every Chris- 
tian minister in the world will have 
to admit that one of the gifts of the 
Spirit is the gift of tongues. God 
must not have meant what He said 
when He said, “If a son shail ask 
bread of any of you that is a father, 
will he give him a stone? or if he ask 
a fish, will he for a fish give him a 
serpent? or if he shall ask an egg, 
will he offer him a scorpion? If ye 
then,. being evil, know how to give 


good gifts unto your children: how 
much more shall your heavenly 
Father give the Holy Spirit to them 
that ask him?” Luke 11:11-13. Oh, 
but God DID mean what He said. 
However, I bow my head and I must 
admit that the Pentecostal ranks 
have their Judases who betray; and 
we also have our Ananiases who lie 
to the Holy Ghost; but they are sin- 
ners and deceivers. The devil always 
imitates the genuine. The Christian 
Church through the ages has been 
cursed by its betrayers and deceivers. 
Paul did not discourage the use of 
tongues; but Paul did discourage the 
misuse of tongues. He said, “Forbid 
not to speak with tongues,” 1 Cor. 14: 
39b, How can anyone say that tongues 
are a curse when they are given by 
the Spirit? That is close to blasphemy. 
Paul does regulate the use of tongues, 
and he sets the church in order in 
verse 26: “How is it then, brethren? 
when ye come together, everyone of 
you hath a psalm, hath a doctrine, 
hath a tongue, hath a_ revelation, 
hath an interpretation. Let all things 
be done unto edifying.” Yes, and in 
this wonderful 14th chapter of 1 Cor. 
and the fifth verse, Paul tells of the 
importance of prophesying, and he 
also tells us that when the interpre- 
tation of tongues is given, that this 
elevates the ministry of tongues to 
a plane equal with prophesying. Read: 
“For greater is he that prophesieth 
than he that speaketh with tongues, 
except he interpret, that the church 
may receive edifying.” We know that 
“speaking in tongues” was the initial 
evidence that the early disciples had 
received the Holy Ghost. Acts 2:4, 
“And they were all filled with’ the 
Holy Ghost, and began to speak with 
other tongues, as the Spirit gave them 
utterance.” This is the pattern. It 
has not changed, and today we have 


the same initial evidence of the bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost. 


Why did I tarry for the baptism 
with the Holy Ghost? Because the 
Lord says in His Word, “Be filled with 
the Spirit.” I want to obey my Lord. 


Why did I tarry for the baptism 
with the Holy Ghost? Because I be- 
lieve that Jesus is coming soon, and 
if we ever are going to get people 
saved, we need the power of God. I 
read where Peter and John went 
down from the upper room after re- 
ceiving their Baptism, and won about 
five thousand men for the Lord. The 
time is very short. We need the power 
to win souls to Christ. And then, too, 
Jesus is coming for a perfect Church. 
He is not coming for a dead, dry, 
formal church. 


Why do I speak in tongues? Some- 
times, I know not how to pray as I 
ought, and the Spirit maketh inter- 
cession for me. “Likewise the Spirit 
also helpeth our infirmities: for we 
know not what we should pray for as 
we ought: but the Spirit itself 
maketh intercession for us with 
groanings which cannot be uttered. 
And he that searcheth the hearts 
knoweth what is the mind of the 
Spirit, because he maketh interces- 
sion for the saints according to the 
will of God,” Rom. 8:26, 27. 


Why do I speak in tongues? I get 
so full of joy it just bursts out. I find 
it is a glorious way of praising Go. 
I praise the Lord just as much as I 
know how, and then the Holy Ghost 
takes over and praises the Lord in 
a richer and fuller way.. When 
I am speaking in tongues, I feel that 
I am praising the Lord Jesus with 
the angels around the throne, and 
shouting glory and honor to His name 
forevermore.

Almost a year ago the Lord made it 
possible for us to rent a hall, with liv- 
ing quarters for the pastor, in one of 
the most fanatically Catholic parts of 
Guatemala City. Starting with only a 
few benches, we opened. The first 
night, believers from the Sixteenth 
Street Mission here came over and the 
place was packed inside with visiting 
believers and outside with crowds

whom we hoped to reach with the 
Gospel message. 

After the first night, only now and 
then did some believers visit us from 
other missions, and there were nights 
when the pastor preached with his 
wife and sometimes his mother-in-law 
for the only congregation inside the 
building, but many would stand at the 
doors listening. 

For months it was discouraging. 
After church, someone would go 
around and gather up the small rocks 
thrown in by those who hated the 
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Gospel, and the wall still bears marks 
of being washed after eggs were 
tossed in. 

Finally, God began to move and peo- 
ple began to accept the Lord and re- 
turn to testify and become a part 
of the little congregation now form- 
ing. We are trying to teach these to 
tithe and give offerings. Last Sunday 
evening some of the children brought 
their offering of food or house neces- 
Sities to help the pastor. Our hearts 
praise God—some had said it was al- 
most impossible to establish a gospel 
mission in this part of town. With God 
all things are possible. 





MISSION BRIEFS

Many encouraging reports are com- 
ing in from the far-flung mission 
fields of the world and I wish that it 
were possible to mention all of them. 
However, for lack of space, we shall 
only make reference to Egypt and Cu- 
ba at this time. 

In my last report, I made reference 
to the wonderful outpouring of the 
Holy Ghost at our central mission in 
the ancient land of Pharaoh, where 
about three hundred had received the 
baptism of the Holy Spirit in a mighty 
revival. Brother Boutros Labib, our 
Egyptian representative, wrote me 
that about one hundred more had re- 
ceived the fulness of blessing in the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost at Dair El 
Jarnous and that the revival fires 
were spreading throughout Egypt. 

At the request of our esteemed Mis- 
sion Board, I have taken the provi- 
sional oversight of our mission work in 
Cuba and expect to spend some time 
in this lovely island, known as “The 
Pearl of the Antillas.” In Biblical 
terms, Cuba is often referred to as 
“The Gethsemane of the Missionaries,” 
and this is true in a sense, but noth- 
ing is too hard for God. The Spirit 
of the Lord has already begun to move 
in our midst. At a meeting recently 


held here in Havana, about three hun- 
dred gathered and several took a pub- 
lic stand for God. At another new 
place about five hundred, mostly men 
and boys, came out and about one 
hundred accepted Christ. We did not 
take a count because so many were 
crowded in and about the place. 
Continue to pray for the work in 
the various fields and pray that we, 
who are laboring here, will have con- 
tinued success in the Lord’s work. 


Dear Brother Brinsfield: 

Brother Marshall Roberson, of Sod- 
dy, Tennessee, and Brother Otto Luns- 
ford, of Indiana, accompanied our Su- 
perintendent of West Indies Missions, 
Brother Carl J. Hughes, to the annual 
convention in Haiti, January 23-26. 
The following is an account of Broth- 
er Roberson’s first impressions of our 
mission work in this country. 

“IT am very happy to be here in this 
island of Haiti. I certainly did enjoy 
the great convention tonight, and the 
wonderful baptismal service. I believe 
it is the largest baptismal service that 
I have ever seen. I have seen many 
interesting things since I have been 
here, but the one that has struck me 
the most forcibly is the orphanage 
work of our Church. The drill exercises 
that the orphan children presented 
this afternoon show that special at- 
tention is being given to them. Our 
missionaries and their co-workers in 
this country will surely receive a great 
reward in heaven for consecrating 
their lives and talents to this great 
work in the island of Haiti. 

“T’ve noticed the very poor way that 
most of the children in the streets are 
dressed. Then this afternoon over at 
the orphanage, I saw how nice and 
neat and clean our girls are kept, and 
you could tell they had plenty to eat. 
All this, together with the drill exer- 
cises, showed that our girls are well 
taken care of—and we have a right 
to be proud of them and the efforts we 
are giving back home to support this 
great work in the name of Jesus. I am 
so happy that our Church has an or- 
phanage in this country where one 
sees so many children that look hun- 
gry, are naked and homeless and seem 
to be without anyone to love or care 
for them in the least. My prayer is 
that God will continue to bless this 
work with His richest blessings, and 
remember that we back in the home- 
land will do all in our power to sup- 
port this great undertaking for the 
salvation of souls in Haiti.”

loving, anxious to help His children, 
and pleased to have them ask Him 
many things. The Lord desires us to 
keep coming continually to Him in 
prayer and letting our needs be known. 

When we go to God in prayer in the 
manner of the scribes and Pharisees, 
we can expect no reward except the 
praise of men. The ostentatious Phari- 
see, stood and prayed with unction in 
a conspicuous place where all passers- 
by could note his piety. Jesus said 
that he prayed with himself. His 
prayer was an outburst of self-con- 
gratulation, for he put himself at the 
center of his petition. While the publi- 
can was overwhelmed with the feeling 
that his wickedness had put him out- 
side of the circle of God’s love; and 
as one who hated his sin and its power 
over him. He stood in an outcast place 
and sent up the penitentiary cry, 
“God be merciful to me a sinner. It is 
not any trouble for anyone who knows 
anything about prayer to know which 
one of these men left the Temple the 
more justified. 

Mark 11:24, 25, “Therefore I say un- 
to you, what things soever ye desire, 
when ye pray, believing that ye re- 
ceive them, and ye shall have them. 
And when ye stand praying, forgive, 
and if ye have ought against any: that 
your Father also which is in Heaven 
may forgive you your trespasses.” 
Prayer without faith, and from an un- 
forgiving heart is only vain repetition 
in the sight of God. If we are trying 
to pray with envy or hatred in our 
heart, we are not doing any better 
than any Pharisee could do. 

RESULTS OF PRAYER 

If we will pray as Jesus taught His 
disciples to pray and as He left us an 
example in the Garden of Gethsem- 
ane, the light of Christ will 
shine into our lives, and we shall be 
drinking of the Living Water that will 
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quinch our thirst forever. We will not 
only have joy, peace, and happiness 
but the Spirit of God will always be 
near us, or God will send an angel, if 
necessary, to strengthen us when we 
have gone the last mile of the way. 


Friends may forsake us, but, if we 
pray believing God, He will never for- 
sake us. Prayer will bring us to a place 
where we can feel the presence of the 
Holy Ghost; not only will we feel the 
presence of the Holy Ghost, but our 
friends can see the shining glory of 
God upon our countenance as the 
Israelites could see the face of Moses 
glowing with brightness, when he 
came from the mountain after spend- 
ing forty days in the presence of God. 

Prayer changes things, for it helps 
us todo away with fear. It causesa 
change in the most wicked, most vile, 
and degraded. sinner on earth, for it 
brings him to a place where he is will- 


ing to submit a downtrodden life of 


sin to that of a new creature in Christ. 
Prayer will not only bring an individ- 
ual into newness of life, but it will 
cause us to stay humble to an extent 
where God can use us as He sees fit. 

The church was born in prayer, it 
has been kept alive by prayer, and 
prayer will prepare the church to be as 
God would have it to be in preparation 
for the rapture. 


CONCLUSION 

Phil. 2:10, 11, “That at the name of 
Jesus every knee should bow, of things 
in heaven, and things in earth, and 
things under the earth, and every 
tongue should confess that Jesus 
Christ is Lord, to the glory of God the 
Father.” It would be better for an in- 
dividual to pray and confess Christ in 
their youth than to wait until old age, 
when their hearts are almost as hard 
as a stone. 


Everyone should attend church, 
pray, accept Christ, contribute God’s 
money that they are carrying in their 
pockets, be obedient to His commands, 
and receive His blessings. This would 
be much better than to wait until 
death and then the church come to 
our funeral and say the last word 
when our body is numbered with the 
dead, and then have to hear the 
Lord say, at the judgment, “I never 
knew you.”
